WINTER SESSION 


The 136th session of the General Medical Council was 
opened on November 22nd. Sir NorMAN WALKER, the 
President, was in the chair, and at the opening of the 
proceedings delivered the following address :

last meeting. Reasons of health are responsible for the 
retirement of Mr. Monsarrat as representative of the 
University of Liverpool. We all hope that a period of 
rest from a very active and strenuous life will restore him ; 
we shall miss him both in the Council and in the Exam- 
ination Committee, and the importance of biology in 
the curriculum loses a zealous advocate. Sir Humphry 
Rolleston leaves us because, having demitted office as 
Regius Professor of Physic, he thought it proper to make 
way for his successor as the Representative of the 
University of Cambridge here. The Council is indebted 
to Sir Humphry for his work as a member of the Execu- 
tive, and for his five years’ service as Chairman of the 
Education Committee. 

As their successors, we welcome Dr. J. M. Beattie, 
Professor of Bacteriology in Liverpool, who brings to our 
counsels experience gathered in four universities—New 
Zealand, Edinburgh, Sheffield, and Liverpool. — Dr. 


Langdon Brown, the new Regius Professor of Physic at | 
Cambridge, needs no introduction to most members of the |

A former member of the Council, Dr. Matthew Hay, | 


was called to his rest on July 30th. He was appointed by 
the Crown in 1883 to the chair of medical jurisprudence 
in the University of Aberdeen. This chair was the suc- 
cessor of the chair in Marischal College which bore the 
interesting title of the professorship of medical logic and 
medical jurisprudence, and the deed of foundation stipu- 
lated, that ‘‘ at least two-fifth parts of each course shall 
be devoted entirely to the teaching of medical logic.’’ 
But it was in fields other than medical jurisprudence that 
Dr. Hay made his deepest mark. In 1888 he was 
appointed medical officer of health for the city, and during 
his thirty-five years of office was a pioneer in all public 


health matters. Aberdeen abounds in his monuments. 
He was only with us for eight years, reasons of health 
compelling his resignation in 1924. In addition to contri- 
buting his experience to the Public Health Committee, he 
was a valued member of the Pharmacopoeia Committee, 
for he began life as a pharmacologist as assistant to 
another of our former members, Sir Thomas Fraser. In 
your name I communicated to Miss Hay the sympathy 
of the Council and their appreciation of her father’s 
services, 

It is next my pleasant duty to congratulate one of 
our members, Sir Henry Brackenbury, on the honour con- 
ferred on him by His Majesty, in recognition of his long 
and valuable work for the medical profession, and no 
doubt also of what he has done for education generally ; 


to Sir Richard Needham. As inspector of medical exam- 
inations in many parts of the East, he has been, and con- 
tinues to be, of great assistance to the Council. 

The British Pharmacopoeia, 1932, was published on 
September 30th, having been made accessible to those 
interested since early in July; it has been warmly 
welcomed. The new method of preparation has proved a 
success, and the public demand for the new volume has 
been large. I shall not anticipate the chairman of the 
Pharmacopoeia Committee by going into the many in- 
teresting details ; he will present the report of the com- 
mittee on Thursday. 


Medical Certification 

At the end of my first address to the Council I made a 
brief reference to the need for greater care and accuracy 
in relation to the signing of medical certificates. Later, 
I received a very courteous letter from the Ministry of 
Pensions asking for an opportunity of discussing the 
difficulties which arose in connexion with certificates 
appended to applications for war pensions. The results 
of that discussion were reported to the Executive Com- 
mittee, who have decided to advise the Council to modify 
Warning Notice No. 1 (certificates, notifications, reports, 
etc.), so as explicitly to include war pensions. Having had 
the opportunity of reading a number of not very helpful 
certificates I make the comment that for a doctor to 
accept statements made by an applicant, and to certify 
these as facts without any personal knowledge of them, 
is not the best way to help a bona fide claimant or to 
uphold the repute of the profession. In giving certificates 
for such purposes we are discharging an important public 
duty which calls for scrupulous precision of statement. 
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Inspection of Examinations 

The cycle of inspection under the 1886 Act is now 
complete, and the report of the Examination Committee 
on it will be in the hands of members to-morrow. The 
completion of this, the fifth inspection, may quite suitably 
be described as one of the milestones marking the 
Council’s onward progress, after passing which we have 
to consider whether any, and if so what, changes in our 
resolutions and recommendations on medical education 
and examination are called for. Members have received 
copies of the reports of the inspectors on the examinations 
of each individual body, and also a very valuable general 
summary by each inspector on his own subject. From 
these I am going to make three short quotations, particu- 
larly worthy of note by all interested in medical educa- 
tion. Dr. Wardrop Griffith says: 

““ The subject of medicine, as it now exists, is a very large 
one ; and its scope tends, year by year, to increase. It is 
true, as we all trust, that the facilities to the students also 
increase, and that many a man who is honestly distressed by 
the thought of how much a student in these days has to 
master, would be comforted if he understood better the 
relationship between instruction and examination that now 
exists.”’ 

Mr. Farquhar Macrae, the inspector in surgery, con- 
cludes his report with this pregnantly significant sentence : 

““TIt would, I think, be wrong if I were to finish this 
report without stating that, though one hears a great deal 
about the medical students’ course being too exacting, the 
impression I gained was not in support of this view. On the 
contrary, I found invariably that, where the demand by the 
teachers and local examiners was for a high standard of 
knowledge, that standard was attained by the average 
student ; while, where the converse was the case, the amount 
of knowledge possessed by the average candidate was at a 
comparatively low level.’’ 

Dr. Fairbairn makes many sage comments on_ the 
methods of conducting the written and oral examinations 
in midwifery ; and, in reference to the clinical part of 
the test, says he has ‘‘ been greatly impressed by the great 
progress that has been made by the universal adoption 
and the generally satisfactory character of this portion of 
the examination in midwifery.’’ 

After the Examination Committee’s report has been 
received by the Council, and certain changes proposed in 
the recommendations considered, the committee will re- 
commend that copies of the revised recommendations be 
circulated in draft to all the bodies for their consideration 
and observation. Thereafter, it will be the function of 
the Education Committee to consider whether any changes 
in their resolutions should be advised. 


Number of Students 

Particulars of this year’s entries received from nearly all 
the deans show an increase of over 200 on last year’s 
figures. In 1931 the number of students registered was 
1,643, a drop of 149 from the previous year. The number 
registered up to date this year is 1,590. In considering 
any alteration in their resolutions the Education Com- 
mittee will no doubt take these figures into consideration, 
and will bear in mind that it is less easy to stiffen 
resolutions when the number of entrants is going down. 

A suggestion by my predecessor that the bodies other 
than universities which conferred licences admitting to the 
Register might consider the conditions under which 
graduates, licentiates, and students from other countries 
are admitted to their examinations bore fruit, and in 
February of this year a conference was held in the Royal 
College of Physicians in London at which were present 
representatives of the three Conjoint Boards, the Society 
of Apothecaries, and the Apothecaries’ Hall. As a result 
of this conference all the bodics have reconsidered, and 
in most cases redrawn, their regulations. These are in 
closer accord than they have been in the past, and it 
is now a pretty general requirement that anyone who 
secks admission to the British Register must pursue part 
of his studies in the United Kingdom, which words, so far 
as medicine is concerned, have the same _ signification 
to-day as they had in 1858, and no one is admitted to 
any examination whose standard of general education falls 
below that required of our own students. 


on the minutes, and directed to be communicated to the 
than half of the reports have been received, and re 
known that the close attention which this report demands 
is being given to it by the rest of the twenty-three 
licensing bodies. Ample time will be provided for its 
discussion at the May, 1933, session. 

Colonel Needham’s report on the educational training 
and professional examinations of Ceylon medical colleges 
was forwarded to the Secretary of State for the Colonies 
and to His Excellency the Governor of Ceylon. Some ef 
the recommendations in the report have already been given 
effect to. Dr. Briercliffe, Director of Medical and Sanitary 
Services, Ceylon, was given leave to proceed to this 
country, and he and Dr. Silladuri of the Physiological 
Department of the Ceylon College were, by the courtesy 
of the deans, given every facility for observing the 
methods in. operation in several of the schools in this 
country. 

Sir Richard Needham’s suggestions for improving the 
educational facilities of the college are now under the 
consideration of the Ceylon Government, and the Council 
will await with interest the report of progress, which it 
is hoped will be in our hands by March 3ist, 1933. 

The Dentists Acts (1878 and 1921) do not make pro- 
vision for the appointment of inspectors of qualifying 
examinations such as is contained in the Medical Act, 
1886, but Section 22 of the 1878 Act provides that the 
Council 
““ may require from the Bodies which confer Licences, informa- 
tion as to the course of study and examinations to be gone 
through . and any member or members of the General 
Council, or any person or persons deputed for this purpose, 
may attend and be present at any such examinations.”’ 


Under this provision the Council deputed Mr. Farquhar 
Macrae and Mr. C. F. Rilot to attend and report: Mr, 
Macrae on the general and Mr. Rilot on the dental exam- 
inations. The Council is greatly indebted to these gentle- 
men for the thorough manner in which they have done 
their work. Following the receipt of their reports the 
Dental Education and Examination Committee of the 
Council has been busily occupied in a scrutiny of the 
present recommendations as to the course of study and 
examinations to be required of candidates for the licences 
in dentistry and dental surgery, last revised in 1922, 
They will submit in their report some far-reaching pro- 
posals, which they believe will materially improve the 
standard of dentistry in this country. 

The Penal Cases Committee has found it necessary to 
report a considerable number of cases which it was 
thought necessary for the Council to inquire into. The 
majority of these do not suggest that the inquiries will be 
prolonged, and, if the Council is willing to put in a little 
extra time, we should be able to conclude our business on 
Saturday forenoon, 


NEW MEMBERS

SIR ARBUTHNOT LANE 

On the recommendation of the Executive Committee, 
the Council acceded to a request by Sir William Arbuthnot 
Lane, Bt., C.B., F.R.C.S., for the removal of his name 
from the Medical Register on the ground that he had 
ceased to practise. The Royal College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, whose diplomas he held, had no valid objection 
to make. 

APPOINTMENT OF REGISTRAR 

After the President had made a report to the Council 
in camera, it was announced that Mr. Michael Heseltine 
had been appointed joint registrar to the Council and 
and Dental Board, to begin his duties, in succession to 
Colonel Norman King, on the latter's retirement, after the 
next summer session in May.

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LAX CERTIFICATION 

The President said that attention had been drawn by 
the Ministry of Pensions to the laxity with which certifi- 
cates were given in cases of applications for pensions, with 
the result that, unless great care was exercised by the 
Ministry, the State became liable for large sums of money. 
The Penal Cases Committee recommended to the Council 
that the Warning Notice be amended by the addition 
of a new clause—‘‘ In connexion with matters under the 
control of the Ministry of Pensions ’’—and this was 


agreed to.

Meetings of Branches and Divisions 


EAST AFRICAN BRANCHES 
Centenary Commemorative Meeting 


A joint meeting of the East African Branches to celebrate ‘ 


the centenary of the British Medical Association was held at 
Nairobi in the Medical Research Laboratory from October 
5th to 8th. Delegates from all the Branches were present, 
and the proceedings aroused considerable interest outside the 
profession. In the regrettable absence of Dr. Burkitt, the 
presidential chair was occupied by Dr. J. H. SEQuerrRa. 

The proceedings were opened by Sir JosepH Byrne, 
K.C.M.G., K.B.E., C.B., the Governor of Kenya. In 
declaring the meeting open His Excellency referred to the 
accident which had prevented Dr. Burkitt from being present, 
and remarked that the fact that Dr. Sequeira and other 
eminent medical men had chosen Kenya as a place of retire- 
ment was an excellent advertisement for the climate of the 
Colony. He extended a welcome to the delegates from the 
Tanganyika, Uganda, and Zanzibar Branches, and recalled 
the fact that it had been found impossible to arrange an inter- 
colonial conference of Government medical officers since 1920. 
He congratulated the British Medical Association on success- 
fully bringing together both officials and non-officials at this 
centenary meeting. He then gave some reminiscences of his 
experience as an administrator and as a soldier in tropical 
countries. From his boyhood he had grave memories of 
malaria when with his regiment in Burma, before Ross had 
made his immortal contribution to tropical medicine. He 
then referred to the deaths and invaliding which followed 
typhoid and dysentery in the South African war, and com- 
pared the conditions with those obtaining in the late war. 
For these benefits we should all be profoundly thankful to 
medical science. He referred in sympathetic terms to the 
tragedy of being unable, owing to insufficient funds, to deal 
effectively with many of the problems of disease among the 
natives of Kenya, and prayed for better times. His Excel- 
lency then presented the North Persian Forces Memorial 
Medal to Dr. Neil McLean for his paper on sleeping sickness 
investigation in Kavirondo, and recalled the fact that last 
year this medal was also won by a member of the Colony’s 
medical staff, Dr. Farnworth Anderson. 

Dr. Seouerra, in his presidential address, entitled ‘‘ 1832- 
1932,’’ said that this centenary celebration was due to the 
initiative of Dr. H. L. Gordon, the late president of the Branch. 
He then called upon the company to rise in their places as 
a smgll testimony to the loss which medicine had sustained 
in the recent death of Sir Ronald Ross. He sketched the 
political and social conditions obtaining in 1832. He also 
gave sketches of Sir Henry Halford and Mr. Vincent, who 
were respectively presidents of the Royal Colleges in 1832, 
and contrasted, from contemporary sources, the conditions of 
medical practice then and now. He insisted on the effective 
work done by the Association in the promotion of a higher 
standard of medical education and in its efforts in many other 
spheres, which had brought the profession to its present 
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position in the body politic. Nowadays no Government 
embarked upon any medical measure, whether in the pre- 
vention or treatment of disease, without consulting the 
Association. The advances of surgery, bacteriology, and 
therapeutics were described, and stress was laid upon the 
enormous importance of nursing in our combat with disease. 
In conclusion, Dr. Sequeira said that the value of the British 
Medical Association lay not only in its discussions of scientific 
interest and in politics, but in its social amenities—particu- 
larly in such meetings as the present, where men working in 
different spheres could exchange experiences. Finally, he 
commended to all the inspiring exhortation of Harvey, not 
only to learn by experiment, but to live in charity and love. 

After an interval for tea an important paper by Dr. 
Movucuer of the Belgian Congo was read by Dr. Girks in the 
absence of the author. In the discussion which followed it 
was evident that the medical services of the Belgian Congo, 
Uganda, Tanganyika, and Kenya had _ followed almost 
identical lines of development. 

On October 6th the chair was taken by Sir ALBERT Cook, 
who gave a brief address. This was of surpassing interest, 
as the speaker was able to look back to 1896, when he first 
came to Uganda, and walked up from the coast. He 
commented upon the amazing changes which had taken place. 
When he first visited the site of the present town of Nairobi 
there was not a house in existence, and his party encamped in 
tents. He referred to the fact that there had been not a little 
spiteful criticism of Kenya, and pointed out that the pro- 
gramme which had been arranged was almost entirely devoted 
to the betterment of native conditions. Dr. D. V. LatTHam 
read a paper on the white man in East Africa, which was 
followed by considerable discussion, introduced by Dr. M. 
Mackinnon. Sir ALBERT Cook read a paper on the influence 
of obstetrical conditions on vital statistics in Uganda, which 
created great interest and was followed by numerous ques- 
tions. <A large and interested audience listened to an address 
by Mr. C. F. M. Swynnerton on_ tsetse control in 
Tanganyika. The descriptions of the various methods 
employed were illustrated by numerous excellent lantern 
slides and photographs. 

On October 7th the chair was taken by Dr. SpEARMAN of 
the Zanzibar service, and the first paper was on the growth 
of a public health service in 1 tropical town, by Dr. R. R. 
Scott. He described the work done in Dar-es-Salaam since 
the end of the great war. The interesting discussion which 
followed was opened by Dr. TILLinc, medical officer of health 
for Nairobi. The afternoon session was devoted to tuber- 
culosis, and commenced with a paper dealing with the clinical 
aspects of the disease as met with in East Africa. The 
author, Dr. Witcocks of the Tanganyika service, brought up 
points of great interest. The discussion, in which Dr. Jex- 
BLAKE took part, was followed by a paper on tuberculosis in 
Zanzibar, which was read by Dr. SPEARMAN, and the day’s 
work concluded with an outline by Dr. R. Y. Srones of a 
scheme for reducing the incidence of tuberculosis in the natives 
of Uganda. 

On October 8th, with Dr. D. V. Latuam of the Tanganyika 
Branch in the chair, there was a discussion on dietetics. The 
proceedings opened with a paper entitled ‘‘ Dietetic problems 
in East Africa,’’ by Dr. J. L. Gitks. Cases of xerophthalmia 
and of a cutaneous manifestation associated with vitamin A 
deficiency were demonstrated by Drs. ). P. Mircuett and 
L. J. A. LGwentHaLt. These cases were brought to the 
meeting in illustration of conditions described by these gentle- 
men in subsequent papers. Dr. Mircueit read a paper on 
diets and morbidity, Dr. Owen contributed a valuable paper 
on the ocular manifestations ef vitamin A deficiency, and 
Dr. LOWENTHAL presented a contribution, illustrated by the 
epidiascope, on a cutaneous manifestation in the syndrome 
of dietetic deficiency of the same type. The remainder of the 
day was devoted to lighter items. In the afternoon the 
competition for the Gilks golf cup was held, and in the 
evening there was a dinner at the New Stanley Hotel, covers 
being laid for 132 members and guests. Among the guests of 
the Association were H.E. the Governor and Lady Byrne, 
the Chief Justice of Kenya and Lady Barth, M. Jansen, the 
Belgian Consul, and Mme Jansen. Dr. Sequerra occupied

METROPOLITAN COUNTIES BRANCH: STRATFORD DivisION 


At a meeting of the Stratford Division held on November 
15th, at which fifty members were present, an address, accom- 

ied by a film demonstration, was given by Dr. C. B. 
Heatp on backache and manipulation. 

The speaker touched on the relations of chronic backache 
to injury, to the lymphatic system, the sympathetic system, 
and the importance of postural tonus was emphasized. 
Various types of individuals which provided a clue to the 
causation of their backache were described and _ illustrated, 
and compared with the normal. The florid or obese type 
was, he said, definitely related to dysfunction of the sympa- 
thetic system, while the asthenic type, with its exaggerated 
curves, constituted the toxic variety. The importance of 
examining all cases thoroughly in the sitting, standing, and 
recumbent positions was stressed. On the screen were demon- 
strated the various procedures in the mobilization of the 
spinal joints, while the various mechanical devices employed 
as splints were also described. Dr. Heald then discussed 
treatment from a medicinal and physiotherapeutic point of 
view. For the type of backache associated with multiparous 
women he advocated treatment by faradism, with a view to 
restoration of the muscle tone of the pelvic floor. 

Much interest was displayed in the subsequent discussion. 
The chairman, Mr. Couzens, proposed a vote of thanks to 
Dr. Heald, which was warmly supported. 


METROPOLITAN CouUNTIES BRANCH: WILLESDEN DIVISION 


A clinical meeting was held at the Willesden General Hospital 
on November 16th, when Mr. Epwarp K. Martin gave an 
address on the interpretation of epigastric pain. 

Mr. Martin confined his discussion to chronic pain. Under 
intermittent pain he pointed out that when this occurred 
during the taking of food the oesophagus might be the site 
of the lesion. Gall-bladder pain also came on during the 
course of a meal, and radiated from the right costal margin 
to the back. Pain toward the left costal margin, and coming 
on a short time after taking food, suggested gastric ulcer ; 
radiation to the back inferred involvement of the lesser 
curvature and pancreas. The pain of gastric ulcer was 
telieved by rest. Appendicular dyspepsia provided a_ collec- 
tion of symptoms which was fairly common. It came on 
about twenty minutes after food, its occurrence was variable, 
it was not relieved by rest, and it was not associated with loss 
of weight. It occurred in young people, and the attacks 
went back to childhood, in contradistinction to gastric ulcer, 
which, as a rule, occurred above the age of 24, and had not a 
history extending back to early years. Gastric ulcer of the 
hour-glass type, which was uncommon and was almost 
exclusive to women, had also a history extending into child- 
hood. The pain in appendicular dyspepsia was due to reflex 
contracture induced by taking food, and occurring in an 
appendix partially stenosed by cicatrization following on 
ulceration in a juvenile attack of appendicitis. It was most 
hecessary to diagnose this condition, and by operation avoid 
the particularly dangerous sequence of complete appendicular 
Stenosis, appendicular abscess, rupture, and extensive 


peritonitis. Pylorospasm, brought on by food, was treated 
by dilatation with the mercury tube before eating, or cured 
by gastrotomy and digital dilatation. Epigastric pain, 
relieved by food, occurred in gastric neuroses and in duodenal 
ulcer. In ulcer the patient usually knew a good deal about 
his pain ; it had a Jong history, it came on in the night, it was 
relieved by food, it was often relieved by alcohol and by 
alkalis. In ulcer there was usually tenderness on deep 
pressure in the epigastrium. Appendicular pain, which might 
simulate ulcer, was not relieved by food or alkalis. 

In the discussion which followed, many questions were put 
and answered. On the motion of Dr. C. F. T. Scorrt, 
seconded by Dr. C. H. Autry, a unanimous vote of thanks was 
tendered to the lecturer for an extremely instructive and 
interesting clinical address. 

Dr. Auty’s motion to reduce the British Medical Association 
subscription was discussed, and lost by a large majority. 


NortTH OF ENGLAND BRANCH: MorpetTH Division 


A meeting of the Morpeth Division was held on November 
11th at the Ashington Hospital, when nineteen members were 
present, including five from the Blyth Division. 

Dr. RK. Mason Bortam (Newcastle) gave a very interesting 
and instructive talk on dermatitis and ulceration of the leg, 
with special reference to the treatment of varicose veins. 
A number of patients were shown and various points demon- 
strated on them. <A prolonged discussion followed, and many 
questions were asked and answered.

That the Tyrone Division, British Medical Association, 
objects strongly to the provisions of the new Mental Treatment 
Act in so far as it only provides for payment, in the case of 
rate-aided patients, if the person is certified insane, thus laying 
the profession open to the charge of certifying for the purpose 
of obtaining a fee. 

That the Tyrone Division considers the fees under the new 
Mental Treatment Act utterly inadequate. 

That the Tyrone Division feels that in recent Acts the 
interests of the general practitioner would have been better 
safeguarded if there had been a genuine general practitioner 
in Parliament, and that such an M.P. should fittingly represent 
Queen's University, Belfast. They therefore ask- each Division 
of the Ulster Branch to instruct its representatives in the 
Council to press for the inclusion of such a man at the next 
election, in place of the late Dr. Morrison, who so ably 
protected our interests.

To suggest 
that we must demand more money solely because we are 
confronted with new methods is likely to be misconstrued 
by those people who already regard us panel doctors with 
suspicion. 

What are these new methods? 
veins is mentioned. Has ‘‘ General Practitioner ’’ considered 
the implications? If his luck in, and he succeeds in 
getting rid of a chronic varicose ulcer by means cf a squirt 
and what not, he will be well in hand. The alternative is to 
go on ad nauseam writing prescriptions for this or that 
ointment or lotion or something. 

The suggestion that patients themselves shall be asked to 
pay for ‘‘ services outside the range of ordinary medical 
attendance ’’ ignores the whole principle of sickness insurance 
which the Insurance Act was set up to meet. 

Of his list, anaesthetics are already provided for; so is 
treatment of venereal disease (at the clinics) ; surgical opera- 
tions have a Regulation all to themselves. I have mentioned 
varicose veins already. Acute alcoholism is almost extinct 
owing to the horrible price of the causative material, and 
anyway is no more worthy of special consideration than are 
the painful effects of over-indulgence in dressed crab or pickled 
onions, or even buns coupled with ginger beer. There is 
something to be said for putting abortion into a special class. 

Where ‘‘ General Practitioner ’’ slips up is in imagining that 
he can get level with the private patient in the matter of 
new services. He may, if he be lucky. But what guarantee 
has he that his bill will be paid, however violently he charges? 
On the other hand, he can be reasonably sure that his cheque 
will come along from the insurance people at the end of the 
quarter. And, after all, a self-respecting doctor doesn’t live 
by fees alone!—I am, etc.,

NATIONAL HEALTH INSURANCE 
Srr,—As a general practitioner in a mixed panel and private 
practice one was accustomed until quite recently to regard the 
panel work done as a criterion of the private work—that is 
to say, if the panel was busy, the private work was the same, 
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and vice versa. Owing to the economic slump these condit; 
do not hold good to-day, with the result that one has a wt 
large amount of panel work to do, quite out of Proportion to 
the small amount of private consultations and visits. 

In addition there have, in recent years, been increasj 
obligations in the terms of service under the National Insur. 
ance Act, with a gradually increasing tendency on the part 
of insured patients to seek medical advice on the Slightest 
opportunity. On the other hand, there is the increasj 
inability both of the middle-class patients and also of the 
dependants of the insured persons to pay doctors’ fees, with 
the result that such patients either treat themselves or 
into hospital wards for their operations, etc., and are thus lost 
in the majority of cases to their own family doctor. 

The public medical services which have been started qj 
over the country are an attempt to meet this difficulty, ang 
are, I think, anticipating the next big change in national 
health insurance—namely, the extension of the benefits of the 
scheme to the dependants of insured persons. Such a cha e 
would bring in about 20,000,000 extra panel patients, with 
results beneticial both from a professional and from a financial 
aspect. No doubt our work would be increased, but the results 
would be all to the good. First, such patients would not hej. 
tate to seek medical advice ; and, secondly, our incomes would 
benefit and be more or less fixed, with no book-keeping or 
worrying bad debts. I consider it imperative that the pane 
practitioner should press strenuously for such an extension of 
the national health insurance scheme, which I feel sure yi] 
be inaugurated when the financial condition of the country 
begins to improve. 

In such a solution is the only alternative to a State medical 
service.—I am, etc.,

A LEGAL TRAP 

Sir,—I shall be grateful if you will give publicity to the 
following experience of mine, which may be of interest to my 
fellow practitioners from a medico-legal point of view. 

About two years ago (December 13th, 1930) I commenced 
treating a patient for a septic finger, which at the time was 
alleged to be due to manicuring. In my opinion the sepsis 
was bad enough to incapacitate the patient from doing any 
housework, etc. The patient was under my care for about 
three months. Two and a half months after the injury my 
patient was examined in my surgery by a doctor acting fot 
an insurance company, and we both signed the following 
statement: 

““We agree that Mrs. X has had a septic onychia, caused by 
sepsis when she had her nail manicured. The matrix is now 
quiescent ; part of the nail has been removed, and part remains to 
be removed. She requires another month before the finger has 
fully recovered.” 

At the time of the consultation with the insurance doctor 
I was naturally only concerned with incapacity, and the mete 
fact that the other doctor agreed with me to give the patient 
another month made me think—and I believe I was right ia 
concluding so—that the patient could not do any work fot 
another four weeks from the time of consultation. 

The case was taken to court, my patient claiming various 
damages, and when I was in the witness-box the above 
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ment was referred to. The defendant’s counsel at once 
ee the patient’s incapacity, and, in fact, said that the 
, statement did not imply any incapacity at all, but 
. jy that it would take so many weeks for the finger to 
_ Only then—when in the witness-box—did I realize how 
1 was trapped by the wording of the document, and how badly 
[had let my patient down by signing a document which, from 
| point of view, could apparently be interpreted in the 
yay the defendants’ counsel wished it to be interpreted. The 
insurance doctor, in fact, supported the defendant’s counsel. 
| shall be interested to learn if any other medical practi- 
tioner has had a similar experience, what would be the general 
medical opinion of such a document, and whether I was right 
jn assuming at the time of the consultation that only 
incapacity Was in question? If a patient suffering from, say, 
4 fractured ankle, or any other injury, is examined by a 
doctor acting for an insurance company, and if a certain 
is given to the patient for the part to recover com; 
Jetely, surely it does not mean that the patient should do his 
york, and that the injured part should recover on its own? 
This case has certainly been a warning to me not to sign 
ay statements which might imply a double meaning, and I 
hope other practitioners will take note of it.—l am, etc.,
